He breathed bi« last 
Wadnetday afternoon, October 22 
In hie death the Congregation of the 
Resurrection loses not only om- of 
Itc most faithful servants, the diocose 
or l.oiiisN ill.- one of itiJ iiioft ex 
eniplaiy prfi'sts iiul ilie State one of 
Its most I'TiiiiH Mi i itliens, but tbe 
community, cluircli and Stata lose a 
man through wboaa ca-oparation they 
have all flonrtabad In bia ttalds of 
labor. He truly was a moat die 
tlngulsbed scholar, a most sealous 
priest, aad yet most hnnihle servant 
of Ood. He was Prcsicl.-m of St. 
.Mary's ColleKe for twenty-live years 
.11(1 tiie fruits of Ills labors liavn not 
ti\]\ been enjoyed In the past but 
^tiii be enloyad for ganarationa to 
crine. 

Father Fennessy waa bom at 
Clommel, County Tlpparary, Ire- 
land, on All Salnto' day, 1S41. Born 
on the sod where tbe blood of 
martyrs was spilled for many years 
and where the faith was preserved 
Onder most trying elrciiinslances, lie 
added to the fame of Tipperary. 
Whtrh Is kno" n lor I he many Bishops 
and priests it prodnoed. by becoming 
a priest of tiod himself. He was the 
youngest of ten children. While 
quite young tbe family migrated to 
Ouelph. Canada, where he received 
his early education in the grammar 

sf hool of that plaee. In his sixteenth 
ytiar he attended St. Michael's Col- 
lage at Toront . Helnp Rifted with 
a Wonderf\il mind and learnini; to 
know, to love and to serve Cod from 
his early boyhood, lie decided that 
the holy priesthood was his voca- 
tion and reaolvad to dadioato hia Ufa 
to Ood. Conaequently be antarad 
the Grand Seminary, Montreal, where 
ho prepared himself for the priest- 
hood. In 1§6B he applied for admis- 
■ion to the Congre;;alion of tlie Res- 
uirection at St. Agatha ami was ad- 
loltted by the Very Rev lerome 
Kajslewlcz, ('. Superior Ueneral 
of the order On April 29, 1867, be 
reached the goal of hla ambition 
whan ha waa ordalnad a priaat of 
Ood at St. Agatha. ■ The following 
two years he taught at St. Jerome's 
College In Berlin. From 1869 to 
1871 he made his novitiate at Roma, 
lUly, taking the ttnal vowa 0( tha 
order on March IK. 1871. 

In the fall <if 187:i his en\i:ilile 
record began when he was elected 
Prealdent of <t Mary's OoUega at 
St. Mary, Ky. rbe year prerlotts to 
that ha bald tbe oflea of Vice Presi- 
dent, being tbe Hret Vioe President 
of tbe college after the Congregation 
o' Resurrection assumed charge. The 
college had been closed on account 
or tlnuncial cmbarrassnient and the 
buildings had been rented to a far- 
mer. Since the .lesults failed to re- 
establish it after the civil war wus 
over it loolced as though St. Mary's 
would 'barer be a place of learning 
uain. Bat It waa not Iqpg before 
a>is opinion loat its weight. And 
that St. Mary's is a college today, 
and one of tbe leading Catholic in- 
stitutions In the South, is due chiefly 
to the labors of Father Fennessy. 
When ■fte consider the condition the 
college was In when the community 
ubsumed charge and tbe times In 
which it was started to ba rabnilt, 
one can not help but conelada that 
tka oaeaalon raqnirad the services 
of a man— a man In whom "the 
elements were so mixed that all 'tho 
world might stand up and say. this 
was a man" — and such a man V^itber 
Fennessy proved to be. With the 
many repairs to be made and the 
ravages of war to contaad with, he 
labored from day to day. These 
obataalaa did aot diamay him In tha 
laaat, but only sarrad to bring out 
tha sterling qualities of manhood 
that be possaaaad. Within a short 
tine after he was elected President 
the college began to flourish as it 
did before the civil war. In truth, 
lie was the foundei of a second .St 
Mary's — the St. Mary's that Is knuwi 
the nation over, the St. Mary's wboaa 
M<ns are found in all walks of Ufa. 
The aamaa of Father BytMi tka 
fonndar of St. Mary's, and Patkar 
Pannessy shall ever ba eaanaeted 
with the history of St Mary'a. And 
strange to relate, the remains of the 
>\si) prleHts, the two founders, the 
I Mil builders, the two servants of 
Cod who have entered their final 
rbttting place to enjoy the frulta of 
their labors In Ufa eternal, lay aide 
by side In the eoUage cemetery. To 
serve his fellow mam, to altariata 
(heir wanta, to aaUghtaa thaa on 
»uy BUbJaet, sa p astaUy those pertain- 
ing to oar laat and, to see tbe sor- 
rowing heart. In short, to follow lu 
the fuolaleps of our Lord, was the 
constant aim of Father Fennessy, no 
luattar what aaerlflaa it may have 
cost him, no matter what worldly 



honor ha may hifra loat by lo doing 
and BO matter what plaaaara ha had 

tp forego. Like a child who obeys 
hia paranta, he obeyed the call Of tbe 
Almighty on every occasion. 

The remains of Father Fennessv 
were brought from St I.ouls to si 
Mary's College, where Die funeral 
services were held on .Mondny morn- 
ing, Oatobar 27. Long before tbe 
ttaM aat for tha ■wrtaaa maajr had 
■rrltad from far and aaar to vtaw 
the remains of tbe balorod priest for 
the last time. Tbe eerf i oa a were 
very impressive. Very Rev. John 
Kaaprzcycki, Superior General of 
tbe Congregation of the Resurrection 
ni Rome, Italy, was celebrant of the 
solemn funeral mass; 'Very Rev. 
Thao. Spots', C. R., of BerUn, Can 
ada, and Very Rev. John Kaainskt, 
C. R., of Chloaaa, III., acted . as 
deacon and anb- d ea o on raapaetiraly 
Kev. C. P. RafTo, of Louisvllla, was 
Master of reremonies. Tbe Oregor 
Ian chant peculiar to a requiem mass 
was intoned by the clergy nnd the 
choir. Very Rev. .Tosepli Hogarty, of 
Lebanon, delivered the funeral dis- 
course. He paid an eloquent tribute 
to tha aaaory of the deceased and 
gaTO a haantiful account of his life 
work. The death of a good priest 
wai the subject of his sermon, in the 
course of which he portrayed the 
sterling character of the deceased 
proiii the cliapel tlie funeral pro- 
cce<led to I lie college cemetery, where 
the remains were interred In their 
final resting place. The procession 
to the cemetery was made up of 
clergy, alumni, students and visitors 
fi om tbe neighborhood. Tbe scene 
was most touching as hla remains 
were being lowered in the grave, 
n-any being unable to refrain from 
shedding tears The pall-bearers 
were Very Rev. Thonias Hayes, of 
Howling Creen: Rev. .1. .T. Pike, of 
Si Mary's; Kev. Thomas White, 
Rev. Patrick Walsh, Rev. .lohn 
O'Connor and Rev. Robert Craney, 
Other priests attending tbe funeral 
were Rev. W. B. Dawklna, O. P., 
Springfield: Rev. W. P. Hogarty, 
New Haven; Rev. J. E. Keman, Rev.

Right Rev. P. J. Mul- 
doon. Bishop of Rorkford, III., and 
Right lie\. .1 11 .Morris, Bishop ol 
.Ittle Koik, Ark., both former 
pupils of Kaiher Fennessy, were un- 
able to attend his obsequies owing 
to thair preaence at tha congress 
held la Boston. Tha collage chapel 
was taxed to iU ntmoat aapaoity by 
the many viaHora (roat (ha aalghbor- 
hood.

Premier Aaquith, straight from 
the recant meetings of tbe British 
Cabinet, gave to tbe country Satur- 
day night tbe eagerly awaited de- 
cision of the Government on tho 
Irish problem, whicli recently has 
become befogged by various pro- 
posals for conferences of Ihe pulitii il 
parlies and by divergent utleranc"^ 
uf the iMi nibers ol tka Cabinet. 
Premier Asquitb Otmm 'out em- 
phaticaUy agalaat- tka avfiaatad tor- 
lual round-table wafareaea, but 
betrayed a leaning toward a cora- 
promlse on the lines suggested by 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, 
Winston Spencer Churchill, namely 
leaving the northeast corner uf 
Ulster to remain under tbe imperial 
Parliament for a limited period. 

The Premlv Intimated that theta 
iuu«t not ba do iaauperable barrier 
creeled which might permanently 
sever Ihe unity of Ireland or might 
prifvcni Ihe Protestant minority 
from uiMinaiely threwing in their 
lot with the reat of their fellow- 
countrymen; but tbe sMMk U ttkaa 
to indictae that if tha tMlvilMi of 
Ulater waa tbe only aMaaa of a 
settlement by conaant ha would b« 
prepared to agrde to that temporary 
arrangement. 

Anxious as be showed himself to 
be for a friendly settlement, the 
Premier unhesitatingly announced 
his decision lo establish a Parlla.- 
inent in Ireland In accordance with 
his promise, and also if tbe opposi- 
tion declined his suggested adlust- 
ment of the Clster problem to use 
the armed forces of tbe nation lu 
carrying the law Into effect. There 
Ik no scheme for the adjustnient of 
Ihe problem of Ulster which th>} 
Quvernmeut would not consider, but 
If tbe statutes passed by Parliament 
are met by orgaalaad aad anaed ra- 
■Istanee It woald olaarly by the duty 
of the executive, aeoordlag to the 
Premier, to aaaer^ the authority of 
the law by every appropriate snt 
adequate measure. 

Premier Aaquith admitted It wus 
the duty of the Oovernmant to deal 
reapaottttlly with tka deep seated 
and gaaalne saatiaMat (te «taar- 
Ity ia Ireland, evaa tkawW tt ke- 
lieved thst apprehension wa« 
grouadlesK. There arj two reasons. 
Ih« Premier said, fur a settlement by

"The proposal for 'a 
conference of party leaders Is not 
helpful, as without an agreed basis 
of disciission and defined liiiiiis il 
would be certainly abiMiivc More- 
ovcr ilierc is no need for all th ■ 
inacliinery of such a conference. !f 
ih(!i'e was a general dispMltion to 
exchange views and auggestions I 
and my colleagues are perfectly 
ready to participate, subject to cer- 
tain simple governing consldera- 
lIuuB — nuinei.v ilial nulliliig must 
interfere with the establishment i'l 
Inililin of a suliordliiate Irish Legl<4- 
Ibture with au executive responsible 
to it. That la tka root prtaeiple of 
the hlU from wkleh (She Cablnat can 
not depart. In tbe second place 
nothing muKt be done to erect a 
P'rrmaiient and Insuperable barrier 
ill I lo u i\ III liish unity.

Previous 
to this and leading up to the Insti- 
tution of the feaat, the famous 
Pantheon of Rome, built by Marcus 
Agrippa, In honor of Augustus' vic- 
tory at Actlum, and called the abode 
of uU the gods, either because the 
statues of Mars and several other 
gods ucrc placed ill II, or because 
Us figure, au immeuse dome, repre- 
sented the keaveaa. waa dedicated 
by Boniface IV. to the Blaaaed Virgin 
Mary and the martyrs, tha day be- 
ing commemorated each year on 
May 1 :t for some years. As the 
uunie uidicuies. ilie cliiirch un this 
festival honors all the blessed in 
heaven. She givea tbaaks to Cod 
for tbe gracea beetowed ou them, 
she Ineltea na to the imitation of 
the virtaaa of m many men and 
wooMB at avdor Ma, rank aad condi- 
tion wat mA of aa eaai find one 
life peculiarly adapted to tbe proper 
guidance of his own; she implores 
tbe Divine mercy through this in- 
numerable multitude, aa St. John 
calls it, of powerful Interceasors : 
abe. ■trives to repair any aaglect in 
tbe honor due to Ood through his 
aalnta on their partlaalar featlvsis: 
and she glorifies Him to the saints 
unknown to us or for whom no set 
day has bi-i n appoluled.

Souls, in which tbe church turns to 
those suffering in the flames of 
purgatory and plaada (or their re- 
lease before the DiTiaa tribunal. "It 
is u holy and wholaiome thought to 
pray fur the ilead, that they may 
b« loused from tkair sina."
